A most remarkable exhibition of 
antiquities has just been opened in 
London. 
It contains the result of a 
year’s work of the British School of 
Archaeology In Egypt. 
Foremost among the exhibits is a 
very valuable collection 
of 
Roman 
portraits of the first century. 
They 
are probaby 
the 
earliest paintings 
known, and in many cases are of such 
individuality and strength as to chal­ 
lenge comparison with the technique 
and Imagination of modern arifsts. 
Prof. Flinders Petrie showed them 
o me, and explained how b l discov* 
©red them. 
Some were arranged in 
frames, and ethers were lying across 
the swathed faces of the mummies as 
he had first found them. 
“Twenty-two years ago” he said, 
“I found a cemetery at Hawara, in 
Fayum, 
in 
the 
western desert of 
Egypt 
Each mummified body had a 
portrait painted in colored wax on a 
thin piece of cedar wood covering its 
face. Many of them were broken and 
some decayed, but. I managed tc col­ 
lect a fair number. 
They are in the 
National gallery, but I hardly think 
any of them ere equal to those we 
have collected lately. 
“You nuiy 
why there has been 
Buch n long Interval between the first 
discovery and the unearthing of these 
later specimens. 
Only 
those 
who 
have wo? ed m Egypt can fully ap­ 
preciate the reason. When the cem­ 
etery was being formed the bodies 
were heaped 
p with earth. When I 
made the brst find we dug out all 
within reach, and there seemed to 
be nothing M ow them except earth. 
For some years the natives need what 
was le fty ^ a ^nany, taking away the 
sdH^to fprN rt\ffK the fields.

C. Charles prepared in France singlf 
shadow photographs, and Thomas 
Wedge wood made' a camera and 
sought to take photographs on silver 
nitrate paper. 
They were not suc­ 
cesses. 
In 1816 Niepce Invented a helio- 
graphic process. Daguerre became Mia 
partner in 1839 and together they 
perfected the process.1 
Professor 
Draper carried the work forward and 
astonished ¿he world with his photo­ 
graphic reproductions of the human 
face. 
Since that time photography 
has developed year by year, passing 
through the snapshot stage and on to 
motion pictures.

The prosecution Implied that the 
couple had been on intimate terms 
prior |o the tragedy, and discounted 
the story of the defense that she had 
shot the man to save herself from 
assault. 
Mrs. Proud*ock |n the witness box 
stated that Mr. Steward, after a brief 
talk with her. “attempted a gross fa­ 
miliarity,” which 
she 
resented. 
A 
struggle followed between them, and 
the women, according to her story, 
said she tried to reach the switch of 
the electric light to turn it on, at the 
same time screaming for help. 
In 
the struggle she said that she found 
her hand on the butt of her husband’s 
revolver and realizing that it was her 
only means of protection fired the 
revolver, intending to frighten her as­ 
sailant. 
When she realized that she had 
shot she lost her head entirely and
